Groundbreaking ceremonies 
were held during the 11 o’clock as- 
Isembly. yesterday.

The new building which will 
face Bristol St. near 17th will 
house facilities for speech, music 
and drama classes.

The music section will provide 
a large band room and five choral 
and instrumental practice rooms. 
The entire building will be treated 
accoustically and soundproofed 
throughout. 

Included in the speech section 
will be costume, craft and rehear- 
sal rooms. The three and one-half 
story stage loft will provide stor- 
age space for stage scenery and 
the proscenium curtain. Scenery 
will be arranged on stage with a 
large steel grid equipped with pul- 
leys and ropes. 

The auditorium’s fireproof pro- 
jection booth will have rewinding 
tables and storage place for audio- 
visual movies and equipment.

‘All students who have not tak- 
en the complete entrance exam for 
SAC should plan to take the A. C... 
E. test Tuesday morning, Novem- 
ber 1, at 11 o’clock in D-30,” 
stated Royal C. Marten today. 


This test is a required part of 
the college entrance exam and is 
accepted when transferring to 
most four-year colleges as a sub- 
stitute for their apptitude test. 


“The A.C.E. test is composed of 
two parts covering linguistic and 
mathematical aptitudes, accord- 
ing to Marten, who explained that 
its scores are quite helpful to col- 
lege counselors in predicting aca- 
demic success. 

“Late entrants to SAC had 
several opportunities to make up 
the other portion of the college 
entrance examinations, the Eng- 
lish tests,” Marten noted. 

“The A.C.E. test should, com- 
plete the battery for entering stu- 
dents whose only makeup on en- 
trance tests has been the taking of 
the English exams,” he added.

WHAT'S THE 
DIFFERENCE? 


(Ed’s note: This is the second of 
a series on the differences between 
high school and junior college foot- 
ball. Connie, Moore, guard on the 
Don eleven and member of El Don 
staff, interviews Philip Runets, 
freshman tackle from Bellflower to- 
day, . continuing the conversation 
piece.)

“The main differences between 
high school and junior college 
football are the one platoon sys- 
tem and the fifteen minute quar- 
ters,” said Philip Runels, hefty 
tackle on the 1955 Don squad. 
“With fifteen minute quarters, 
the game has 12 more minutes of 
actual playing time than in high 
school. 

‘In going out for practice at 
the start of the season, a player is 
acquainted with the majority of 
the players and if a player is new 
to the college district, a player 
makes many new friends by play- 
ing football. Often he meets the 
same players on the opposition 
that he has played against in high 
school,” said Runels. 

“Through weeks of practice,” 
said Runels, ‘‘a group of indivi- 
duals are molded into a football 
team. To shape these players into 
a team it takes hard work; before 
practice, during practice and dur- 
ing each game. 

“Important to a football team 
along with natural ability, is de- 
sire and good conditioning. This 
is brought about by the players 
themselves, with the help of good 
coaching,” Runels emphasized.
